Grew.  He  goes  further  in  say¬ 
ing  -that  after  the  warlords  of 
Japan  have  been  ‘  defeated,  the 
worship  the  people  have  for 
O-Tenshi-Sarai  "can  be  an  as¬ 
set,  not  a  liability.”  Will  the 
"Son  of  Heaven”  be  named  ruler 
of  a  defeated  Japan  ih  the  event 
of  a  victory?  '  . 

A  big  event!  Yes,  in  any  way, 
an  event!  1944  is  the  year  for 
the  election  of  the  President  of 
the  United  tales.  The  Republi¬ 
cans  seem  to  be  debating  over 
whether  Wilkie  or  Dewey  will 
represent  them;  the  Democrat.- 
haven’t  made  known  their  choice 
of  a  candidate.'  Is  Roosevelt  go¬ 
ing  in  for  a  fourth  term?  Whal 
do  the  youths  of  our  country 
think  about  this  subject?  Will' 
the  18  year  olds  take  advantage  , 
of  the  voting  privilege?  Will  our 
soldiers  participate'  in  the  elec¬ 
tion?  They  should.  •  Our  coun¬ 
try  is  depending  on  them  a  great 
deal  in  this  fight. 

Formerly  a  beautiful  city— 

-  now  charred  by  the  bombs  of 
Allied  bombers  is  Berlin,  Ger¬ 
many.  Certainly,  the  Air  Corps 
is  carrying  out,  to  the  fullest  ex 
tent,  its  task  of  obliterating  tar¬ 
gets  in  the  capital  city  of  our 
enemy.  Even  with  this  knowl¬ 
edge  in  mind  we  cannot  feel  ju¬ 
bilant.  The  final  phase  of  the 
“Battle  of  Berlin”  is  -not  yet  at-  1 
tained. 

China  still  fights  although  the 
country  is  half-conquered  by  the 
Japanese.  These  patient,  for¬ 
giving  people,  who  have  every 
right  to  hate  the  Japanese  f:r 
the  suffering  caused  by  them,  in 
reality,  have  no  such  sentiment. 
With  feeling  for  the  fellow-man 
-:uch  as  this,  what  country  „ could 
be  downed? 

It  strikes  again!  Flying  Fort¬ 
resses,  Liberators,  Thunderbolts,  J 
Lightnings,  and  long  range  fight¬ 
ers  participated  in  the  battle  over 
Germany  Tuesday.  This  assault 
was  presumed  to  be  the  heaviest 
attack  of  the  war,  and  Germany, 
in  defense,  sent  up  her  '  best 
planes  in  great  numbers.  Many 
direct  strikes  were  noticed  over 
targets  at  Osehersleben,  Halber- 
stadt  and  Magdeburg.  There  was 
an  almost  two-to-one  loss  for  the 
Nazis  as  American  fliers  downed 
'r>emy  planes.  The  motto  of  the 
\ir  Corps  should  be  ‘‘Forever 
Onward.”
